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The American Law of Landlord and Tenant. By John N. Taylor. Ninth 
Edition. Revised by Henry F. Buswell; Author of the " Law of Insanity,"

There is perhaps no subject of inquiry which follows the lawyer from his 
law-cradle to his grave more persistently than that of landlord and tenant. 
The appearance of a new edition of this standard treatise, after a period of 
seventeen years since the publication of the eighth edition, cannot but be 
heartily welcomed by the large professional constituency which it has 
enjoyed for a half century. It is with the eighth edition that the lawyers 
of to-day are most familiar and therefore the following extract from the 
preface to the ninth edition will be the most direct way of calling attention 
to the new features of the work in its present form: 

"In this edition, the text of the work has been subjected to a critical 
revision; and, while every essential statement of the author has been 
retained, mere redundancies and verbal repetitions have been eliminated 
and obscurities in expression corrected. The notes, which had come in many 
places to outgrow the text, not only in volume but in relative importance, 
have been collated and condensed, and the substance of them, when this 
seemed desirable, incorporated into the text. Obsolete matter, and matter 
clearly having no reference to the topic of the work, has been expunged. 
The decisions of the courts of last resort, rendered since the publication of 
the eighth edition, have been examined, and about twelve hundred new cases, 
which illustrate important principles or express the modern development of 
the law, are cited. While new matter, equivalent in quantity to about one 
hundred and fifty pages, has been incorporated into this edition, the close 
revision to which the work has been subject has made it possible to avoid 
greatly increasing the size of the volumes. Among the subjects more fully 
treated than formerly, or made the topics of original paragraphs, in this 
edition, are the principal Covenants of the lessor and lessee; Surrender; 
Assignment; Forfeiture; rights of Mortgagors and Mortgagees, under 
leases ; lights to Fixtures, as between Landlord and Tenant ; Mining Leases ; 
Riahvays and Receivers as lessors and lessees; and the Equity jurisdiction, 
as applied to the relation of Landlord and Tenant. All new matter appear- 
ing in the text, whether in supplementary paragraphs or incorporated into 
the paragraphs of the original work, is enclosed in brackets. The index 
has been carefully revised and necessary additions made to it." 

An examination of the work convinces us that the present editor's work 
has been well and faithfully done, and that Taylor on Landlord and Tenant 
is now, more than ever, a necessity in even a small law library. 



Cyclopedia of Law and Procedure. Edited by William Mack and Howard

With the exception of seven pages this volume is devoted to the discussion 

of the law of corporations by Seymour D. Thompson, Esq., author of "Com- 
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mentaries on the Law of Private Corporations," "The Law of Negligence," 
"A Treatise on the Law of Trials," etc., etc. This fact will of itself com- 
mend the work to the profession, although already the high standard to 
which the early prospectuses of the series pledged it has been attained. It 
is entirely safe to say that within the almost 1400 pages of this volume 
may be found all of the law upon this subject that 99 lawyers out of 100 
can possibly need. The discussion is divided into the following general 
heads: Nature, Kinds, and Organization; Reorganization and Reincorpora- 
tion; Consolidation or Amalgamation of Corporations; Corporate Meetings 
and Elections; By-Laws, Rules, and Regulations; Capital Stock and Sub- 
scriptions Thereto; Shares Considered as Property; Liability of Sharehold- 
ers to Creditors of Corporation; Directors; Ministerial Officers and Agents; 
Rights and Remedies of Shareholders; Formal Execution of Corporate 
Contracts; Notice to Corporations; Estoppels with Respect to Corporations; 
Ratification by Corporations; Franchises, Privileges, and Exemptions; Cor- 
porate Powers and Doctrine of Ultra Vires; Corporate Bonds and Mort- 
gages ; Torts and Crimes of Corporations; Insolvent Corporations ; Dissolu- 
tion and Winding-Up; Actions By and Against Corporations. 

The difficulty of selecting from such a list a few titles of paramount import- 
ance is apparent. But, as embracing matters of peculiar and constant interest,, 
attention is called to " Consolidation or Amalgamation of Corporations," " Lia- 
bility of Shareholders to Creditors of Corporations," "Bights and Remedies of 
Shareholders," "Torts and Crimes of Corporations," and "Actions by and 
Against Corporations." 

The question of the subject of corporate powers and doctrine of ultra vires is 
always important, and to the treatment of this subject here a special interest 
attaches in view of the far-reaching effect of certain recent corporate action. 
This chapter is especially rich in the citation of modern cases, and is thoroughly 
up to date. It will be found invaluable as embracing many questions and dis- 
cussing important cases not dwelt upon in any other published work. 

Our high opinion of this Cyclopedia, so frequently expressed heretofore, 
is only strengthened by an examination of this volume.
